Final report expected in Summer 2012

WILMINGTON -_ The 
Wilmington Board of Health 
(BOH) received an update 
Tuesday night on_ the 
Wilmington Childhood 
Cancer Study, which was ini- 
tiated more than a decade 
ago, but the board was left 
with more questions than 
answers. 

The presentation, provided 
by Dr. Robert Knorr, PH.D of 
the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, 
outlined the milestones of the 
study along with a projected 


timeline for future mile- 
stones. His timeline projects 
that a final study report will 
be issued in the summer of 
2012. 

It was in 1999 that a group of 
concerned residents and the 
Wilmington BOH asked the 
Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health (DPH) to 
investigate a reported cluster 
of childhood cancer in 
Wilmington. Initial concerns 
focused on a number of chil- 
dren diagnosed with brain 
cancer, Hodgkin’s Disease,

WILMINGTON - Selectmen 
signed a memorandum of 
understanding last week 
between the Towns of 
Billerica and Tewksbury for 
the permitting and design of 
a new bridge on Brown 
Street. The bridge is located 
on Brown Street at the end of 
Nichols Street .on_ the 
Billerica / Wilmington town 
line. It is commonly referred 
to in Wilmington as the 
‘Nichols Street Bridge’ 
Though no part of the bridge 
lies within the Town of 
Tewksbury, it provides time-

Tewksbury for the town’s 
emergency vehicles. 

The bridge has been closed 
for the last year due to signif- 
icant damage sustained dur- 
ing massive flooding last 
spring. 

“It was a joint decision with 
Billerica to close it at that 
time,” Wilmington DPW 
Superintendent Donald 
Onusseit told selectmen last 
week. “It just wasn't safe to 
try and keep it open.” 

The bridge is 60 years old, 
and according to Onusseit, is 
beyond its useful life.

The historic Roman House

WILMINGTON - Depending 
on the design and layout of a 
new or renovated high school, 
the historic Roman House 
could be affected. If need be, 
the Roman House would be 
relocated, but there are no 
intentions of demolishing the 
house. ‘ 

The Roman House, which 
serves as the school superin- 
tendent’s office and is located 
between the current high 
school and tennis courts, is a 
beautiful Queen Anne-style 
house. The town acquired the 
houses in the late 1940’s for 
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the construction of the pre- 
sent high school. 

The Roman House has noth- 
ing to do with ancient Italy. It 
takes its name from Frank 
Roman, who lived there for 
many years. But it could also 
be called the Hudson House, 


for it was built for Charlie 
Hudson in 1897. 

Charles E. Hudson owned a 
store in Wilmington Square, 
once known as Hudson’s 
Corner. Upstairs was Ames 
Hall, the only non-church hall 
in town. The building burned

COST MORE 


For most people on Medicare, the 
monthly premium will still be $96.40 
for 2011. (That’s because they didn’t 
get a raise in Social Security bene- 
fits; those new to the system will pay 
slightly more.) But upper-income 
seniors will pay more for the cover- 


age. 

For couples with adjusted gross 
income over $170,000 and singles 
with modified AGI over $85,000, 
monthly Part B premiums will rise 
to $161 .50, and the Part D surcharge 
to $12.00. The cost is based on the 
2009 AGI, plus any tax-exempt inter- 
est, EE bond interest that’s used for 
education and excluded foreign 
earned income. 

When modified AGI goes over 
$214,000 for couples or half that for 
singles, the Part B premium jumps 
to $230.70 per person and Part D to 
$31.10. With modified AGI over 
$320,000 for couples, half that for sin- 
gles, Part B goes up to $299.90 per 
month, plus $50.10 for Part D. And 
when modified AGI tops $428,000, or 
$214,000 for singles, Part B premi- 
ums rise to $369.10, with Part D‘/hit- 
ting $61.10.

cut led to the laying-off of the 
epidemiologist assigned to 
the study and to the suspen- 
sion of the study. Despite a 
lack of funding, some work 
resumed in September 2009 
with a refinement of water 
modeling that had been done 
for the study. In June 2010, 
DPH redirected funds to hire 
a_ short-term epidemiolo- 
gist/consultant to begin pre- 
liminary analyses. 

BOH members expressed 
dissatisfaction with the pro- 
tracted timeline. 

“This study has been going 
on for twelve years,” said 
BOH member Dr. James 
Ficociello. “How disturbing 
it would be if after all this 
time it found a problem.” 

Ficociello is hopeful, and 
appeared expectant, that the 
study will not identify a spe- 
cific problem existing in 
Wilmington that, had the 
study been completed long 
ago, could have been reme- 
died much earlier. He noted 
that two of the children origi- 
nally named in the study did 
not grow up in Wilmington, 
but moved to town not long 
before their diagnosis. He 
also noted that a business 
existed in the Kelly Hill 
neighborhood that employed 
a large amount of fertilizers 
and chemicals, which have 
been known as contributors to 
cancer. He further noted that 
the diagnoses were diverse, 
and not limited to a single 
form of cancer. 

Ficociello hearkened back 
to the cases in Woburn that 
led to the book and subse- 
quent movie “A Civil Action.” 
Ficociello was raised in 
North Woburn and, “those 
people were my friends and 
neighbors.” 

Returning to the troubling 


timeline of the — study, 
Ficociello asked Knorr, 
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him,” says Harvey, “and we 
decided to help him with 
that.” 

Under Harvey’s lead, the 
student council - along with 
Harvey’s Girl Scout troop - 
hung up posters to spread the 
word about their food drive.

“Going forward, especially 
with decreasing funding, can 
there be a more timely reac- 
tion to something like this?” 

Knorr recognized and sym- 
pathized with the Ficociello’s 
sentiments. 

“I wish I knew the answer to 
that,” he said. He explained 
that one of the dangers in 
moving too fast without 
enough research is not being 
able to adequately character- 
ize the risk of exposure. 
“Without that, it is all left to 
speculation and creates fear.” 

BOH Chair Elizabeth 
Sabounjian echoed 
Ficociello’s comments and 
stressed the responsibility the 
BOH has to the citizens of 
Wilmington. 

“Over the years, the Board 
of Health has often requested 
status updates,” Sabounjian 
said. “I just feel grandly dis- 
appointed in not having the 
answers in our hands at this 
point.” 

Knorr again acknowledged 
the BOH’s frustrations. 

“I have no excuse,” he said. 
“I could say that we have no 
money and no staff, but we do 
have the responsibility.” 

Sabounjian requested, and 
Knorr agreed to, milestone 
updates on a quarterly basis. 

The request for an investi- 
gation of childhood cancer in 
Wilmington was made by a 
group of residents of Kelly 
Hill and the Wilmington BOH 
in March 1999. In March 
2000, a Community Advisory 
Committee (CAC) was estab- 
lished, and in June 2002 a 
recruitment of study partici- 
pants was initiated. 

Interviews with study par- 
ticipants were completed in 
November 2004. 

In June 2008, the initial 
drinking water modeling of 
N-Nitrosodimethylamine 
(NDMA) was completed. 

Interview data was pre- 
pared for analysis in 
September 2008, but study 
was suspended in November 
2008 when funding for the 
study was eliminated. 
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In September 2009, despite a 
lack of monies, the water 
model was refined. 

DPH redirected funds in 
June 2010 for the short-term 
hiring of an epidemiologist 


‘consultant to begin prelimi- 


nary analyses of interview 
data using the water model 
results. Following significant 
progress, however, it was dis- 
covered on September 13, 
2010, that there existed errors 
in the water modeling. Those 
errors were not in any techni- 
cal assumptions or methods, 
but consisted only of missing 
values of NDMA concentra- 
tions for some months of 
data. 

On September 29, 2010, the 
modeling errors were correct- 
ed. However, the limited 
funding available for the epi- 
demiologist expired. 

Knorr expects that epidemi- 
ologist analyses will be com- 
plete by the end of 2011. A 
draft report is expected to be 
submitted for peer review in 
the winter of 2011. Following 
the peer review, the draft will 
be available to the BOH and 
the public for a public com- 
ment period. The DPH will 
then address any questions or 
concerns raised during the 
public comment period and 
will produce a final report, 
likely by the summer of 2012. 


WOBURN- Three men have 
been charged and arraigned 
in connection with the previ- 
ously unsolved and decades- 
old homicide of Tewksbury’s 
John Joseph McCabe. 

Arrest warrants were issued 
last week for Edward Alan 
Brown,. 59, of Londonberry, 
NH, Walter Shelley, 60, of 
Tewksbury, and Michael 
Ferreira, 57, of Salem, NH. 
Shelley is charged with mur- 
der. Brown is charged with 
manslaughter. Because 
Ferreira was a juvenile at the 
time of the incident, he will 
be charged in juvenile court 
on the murder charge and 
will face an adult complaint 
on a perjury charge for lying 
to the Grand Jury. Ferreira 
first faces a fugitive from jus- 
tice warrant in New 
Hampshire prior to facing the 
Massachusetts charges. 

Brown and Shelley were 
arraigned in Lowell District 
Court before Judge Harvey. 
Shelley was ordered held on 
$500,000 cash bail. Brown was 
released on personal recog- 
nizance. Their next court 
date is May 26 for a pre-trial 
conference. 

Ferreira was arraigned in 
Exeter District Court in New 
Hampshire on the fugitive 
from justice warrant and was 
ordered held on $500,000 cash 
bail. He faced a rendition 
hearing in Salem District 
Court on Monday, April 18. 
He will be arraigned on the 
juvenile murder complaint 
upon his rendition to 
Massachusetts. 

According to authorities, at 
approximately 9:45 a.m. on 
September 27, 1969, Lowell 
Police responded to a vacant 
field off Maple Street in 
Lowell for reports of the dis- 
covery of a male victim, obvi- 
ously deceased. 

The victim, identified as 15 
year-old John Joseph 


McCabe, of Tewksbury, was 
bound with rope, with his eyes 
and mouth taped shut. 

Authorities launched an 
immediate investigation into 
the circumstances of the 
killing. It was determined 
that McCabe disappeared 
after leaving a dance at the 
Knights of Columbus in 


later when he did not return 
home. 

Due to recent evidentiary 
developments, coupled with a 
41 year investigation, the 
three defendants were 
charged. It is alleged that 
Shelley, Ferreira and Brown 
were all involved in abducting 
the victim, holding him in a 
car against his will on 
September 27, 1969, where 
they assaulted him, and sub- 
sequently bound and gagged 
him in such a way that it led 
to his death. 

It is alleged that Shelley 
drove the car to the vacant 
field on Maple Street in 
Lowell and that the defen- 
dants left the victim in the 
field, where he died alone. 

The cause of death was 
determined to be asphyxia 
due to strangulation. 

These charges are allega- 
tions and the defendants are 
presumed innocent until 
proven guilty. The investiga- 


tion is ongoing. 
The Assistant District 
Attorney assigned to the case 


is Tom O’Reilly. The Victim 
Witness Advocate is Dora 
Quoriz. This case was inves- 
tigated by The Lowell Police 
Department, The Tewksbury 
Police Department, and The 
Massachusetts State Police 
Detectives assigned to the 
Middlesex District Attorney’s 
Office with assistance from 
the Salem, New Hampshire 
Police Department.

Health insurance reform 
Dear Editor, side of collective bargaining, 


Skyrocketing health insur- 
ance costs have been crush- 
ing Tewksbury's budget. 
Fortunately, relief may be on 
the way, but only if our local 
legislators vote to support the 
municipal health insurance 
reform proposal included in 
the state budget proposal 
released this week by the 
House Ways and Means 
Committee. I commend 
Speaker Robert DelLeo, 
Chairman Brian Dempsey, 
and the House leadership 
team for recognizing the need 
for reform, and proposing a 
plan that offers powerful 
relief for local taxpayers and 
all communities. } 

The Speaker’s reform bill 
would give cities and towns 
the same power the state has 
to implement necessary, cost- 
saving changes in municipal 
health insurance plans, sav- 
ing local taxpayers up to $100 
million. 

Under the bill, municipali- 
ties would be able to modern- 
ize the design of their 
employee health plans out- 


with a guarantee that all 
municipal and school employ-

Dear Editor, 

In 2009, Massachusetts 
raised the statewide sales tax 
on restaurant meals from 5% 
to the current 6.25% and 
“gave” the cities and towns of 
the Commonwealth the 
OPTION of imposing an addi- 
tional LOCAL meals tax of 
0.75%. This additional 
LOCAL TAX revenue would be 
directed to the town’s general 
fund. At this year’s Town 
Meeting, to be held next 
Saturday, April 30th, YOU, the 
residents of Wilmington will 
have the opportunity to decide 
if we, as a community, wish to 
institute this OPTIONAL tax. 

Now, before I share my per- 
sonal view about this 
Consumer Tax, let me stipu- 
late a couple important 
points. 

1.) As a member of your 
Board of Selectmen, I voted, 
together and unanimously 
with my fellow members, to 
approve Article 19 for the 
Town Meeting Warrant and 
give YOU, the residents the 
OPTION to accept or decline 
this measure. I am glad I 
voted in this way and would 
do it again. You deserve the 
opportunity to have your voice 
heard. 

2.) If implemented, 
Wilmington would see some- 
where in the vicinity of 
$300,000 of new revenue in the 
next fiscal year. 

3.) Ona $100 dining bill, the 
additional Local OPTION tax 
would amount to an additional 
$0.75 on the bill. I acknowl- 
edge that the amount is small. 

OK, with those items accept- 
ed and agreed to, let me 
express why I hope that you 
will join me in NOT SUP- 
PORTING this OPTIONAL 
new tax and stand in 
Opposition to it at Town 


Meeting next week. 

Our State Legislature “gave” 
the cities and towns the option 
of taxing it’s citizens deeper 
than we are taxed already 
because they realized that 
many towns were struggling 
to fund basic services under 
the reduced Local Aid funds 
from the State. It is my 
strong feeling that our 
Governor and other State 
Government officials need to 
look deeper at their spending 
and not give up on doing the 
hard work of finding wasteful 
spending to cut. When I am 
convinced that the State has 
cut every piece of unneces- 
sary spending and STILL 
needs to cut local aid, I will 
give some second thought to 
this local OPTION tax mea- 
sure. Until that time, I think 
we should take a stand and 
send a message to our State 
Legislature that Wilmington is 
not OK with digging deeper 
into people’s pockets. 

My objection to this 
OPTIONAL tax is based on 
principle. Those that argue in 
favor of this measure, includ- 
ing my colleague, Selectman 
Michael Newhouse, make a 
convincing and articulate 
argument. That argument 
will include the items I stipu- 
lated above and will suggest 
that much of the weekday 
meal spending in town is 
being done by non-residents 
who commute here for work. 
They will argue that the pain 
of three additional quarters 
on a $100 meal is negligible 


and that the reward is worth ' 


the cost. That is where we 
part ways on this issue. If the 
cost were 1 penny more, my 
opinion would be the same on 
this. 

Moreover, allow me _ to 
express my sincere gratitude 


and thanks to Town Manager 
Michael Caira and his staff of 
professionals who have, 
through diligent and consis- 
tent hard work, placed 
Wilmington in a strong, solid, 
economically stable position. 
Because of our fiscal stability 
and strength, I am even more 
opposed to the OPTIONAL 
new tax. We just don’t need it 
now!

The historic Roman House

There are two versions of 
how life was conducted in the 
Hudson’s new home. Harold 
Melzar said that Mrs. Hudson 
insisted that they live in the 
barn, to avoid damaging the 
floors and woodwork of the 
new house. Stanley Webber’s 
story was that they did live in 
the house, but that Mrs. 
Hudson put severe limitations 
on household activities, lest 
the house show any wear and 
tear. 

After Charlie Hudson’s 
death in 1908, the estate was 
bought by Frank Roman, who 
owned a wholesale produce 
business in Boston. Roman 
planted apple trees in the 
area where the high school 
now stands, and had a corn- 
field in the back, on some of 
the land now occupied by ath- 
letic fields. The hills of corn 
were planted in precise geo- 
metric patterns, making the 
field a work of mathematical 
beauty. 

In his barn, which later 
became the school mainte- 
nance shop, Frank Roman 
would entertain guests. State 
officials, Navy admirals and 
many other high ranking peo- 
ple were to be seen there — 
and for good reason. During 
much of the time that Roman 
lived there, alcoholic bever- 
ages were illegal in the 
United States. Prohibition 
lasted from 1920 to 1934. 

Roman would always serve 
wine before conducting busi- 
ness — only it wouldn’t be a 
‘glass’ of wine, per se. He 
would serve his wine in 
flower pots, with the drain 
hole plugged with a cork. He 
claimed the wine tasted bet- 
ter when served in unglazed 
clay. 

In 1919, Roman had a pond 
constructed in the back of his 
cornfield for goldfish. That 
area is now the outfield of the 
baseball diamond, which goes 
out to swampland. It was a 
nice place in the shady part 
of the farm. Roman spent 
quite a bit of money for that 
pond. 

The Romans’ 17-acre farm 
was a showplace for the town 


of Wilmington. 

It was about 1920 that Frank 
Roman offered to rebuild the 
Town Common. He wanted to 
put in a water fountain, along 
with some shrubs and trees, 
and make it into a park for 
the town. He would pay all 
the bills, with but one stipula- 
tion: there would be no base- 
ball. 

At that time, the high school 
was in the building recently 
torn down - the Swain 

School. The only place the 
boys had to play baseball at 
that time was on the 
Common. The town meeting 
turned down Roman’s offer. 
He was very disappointed. 

Roman died in 1938, and his 
widow and son moved away. 
For ten years, the house was 
empty, until the town decided 
to build a new high school 
there, in the years after 
World War II. 

The apple trees were cut 
down, the overgrown corn- 
fields were made into playing 
fields and the pool, by then a 
mud hole, was filled in. 

When the high school first 
opened in 1950, a few classes 
such as home economics 
were conducted in the Roman 
House. There was also a den- 
tal clinic in the house, run by 
the School Department, for 
fluoride treatments on chil- 
dren’s teeth. f 

The superintendent’s office 
was on the second floor On 
the roof, the town Civil 
Defense agency set an air 
raid observation booth, where 
volunteers would watch for 
aircraft. No marauding air- 
craft were ever spotted and 
the booth was eventually 
removed. 

The barn was moved for the 
construction of the high 
school. For many years it 
stood right behind the Roman 
House. In 1986, the barn was 
again moved, this time to a 
temporary location near the 
football field. Before it could 
be set on a foundation, it was 
burned by an arsonist. 

Mrs. Roman died in 1966. 
Mr. and Mrs. Roman and 
their son John are buried in 
Wildwood Cemetery.

BOSTON — There was one 
local who was able to record 
and dial in updates which 
landed on the Boston Herald 
website through each mile. 
There was another local, a 
bandit runner, who for the 
first time in his life, partici- 
pated and finished it just 
under five hours.

and three young children at

“It was. a rewarding experi- 
ence because I think the last 
four miles, what kind of drove 
me through was_ thinking 
about what [Emily] has to go 
through,” said Sauser. a 28- 
year-old. “So no matter how 
much pain I was enduring, 
she’s enduring tentimes that 
amount, whether it’s doing 
rehabiliation or re-learning 
daily tasks. Just the patience 
it takes for her to know that 
things are going to take her 
twice as long. So for me,

BOSTON -- Tuesday should 
have been an ordinary day 
for Maura Kee, since after all 
Monday was completely out 
of the ordinary. 

A day after completing her 
first Boston Marathon, the 
Tewksbury resident and first- 
year Wilmington High School 
Girls’ Lacrosse coach, was at 
practice trying to get through 
it. 

“Oh I was pretty sore,” she 
said with a big laugh. “The 
girls were making fun of me 
and were asking if I needed 
some assistance.

“T tell you it’s such an unbe-. 


lievable experience,” she 
said. “From Hopkinton to 
Boston, you just see people 
absolutely everywhere. You 
see signs, you see people with 
baked goods, you see people 
letting runners inside their 
homes, you get so many high- 
fives from people and all of 


knowing on those last miles 
that I’m _ pushing _ hard 
because she’s pushing even 
harder, that was really what 
got me through.” 

Sauser ran this race in 
honor of her friend’s recent 
accident, but running isn’t 
something that’s as new to 
her. She ran her first Boston 
Marathon in 2006, this being 
her second. She has also run 
three other 26.2-milers, 
including the New York 
Marathon, the  Baystate 
Marathon, and just this past 


January, the Houston 
Marathon as well. 
“Growing up (in League 


City, Texas), I always did 
some fun runs here and there. 
I’ve always been an athelte so 
I played mutiple sports and I 
played volleyball in college 
(at Southwestern University 
in Georgetown, Texas,” she 
said. 

“After I graduated from col- 
lege (in 2005), I moved up to 
the area for work and then 
once I moved up here, I start- 
ed running.

BOSTON -- It’s more often 
that you'll find the average 
person celebrating their 25th 
milestone for things such as 
birthdays or wedding 
anniversaries, than you'll 
find them celebrating their 
25th marathon. But 
Wilmington’s Tony Ong got to 

do that this past Monday. 

Ong finished the 115th 
Annual Boston Marathon in 
4:32, and it marked his 25th 
time running a 26.2-miler. 

“I was excited,” Ong said. 
“This is kind of a milestone, 
number 25. I wanted to make 
Boston that one, that mile- 
stone. That was definitely 
exciting for me, and a little 
bit of anticipation, not know- 
ing how my body would react, 
I wasn’t really even sure I 
was going to be able to make 
it all the way through. I was 
pretty surprised, and relieved 
I guess.” 

This race was also (the 
lucky number) 13th time in 
which he ran the Boston 
course. If you’re supersti- 
tious, you could say that was 
why he faced a few hardships 
along the way. 

“For me, the last couple 
years have been kind of tough 
for training,” said Ong, who 
was a bandit runner. “I have 
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three young kids so I haven’t 
really been able to get out 
and train as much as I had in 
the past. I really actually did 
not do much training at all. 
On top of that, I kind of 
injured my calf a few weeks 
ago and I’m actually sick as 
well.” 

But Ong’s_ experience 
proved to come in handy, and 
no pain he endured kept him 
from finishing. 

“I pushed through and with 
the marathon in general, four 
or five miles is just a test of 
will,” he said. “It doesn’t 
matter how much you’re in 
shape or how well you’re in 
shape, its always hard. This 
year I didn’t have quite as 
much fight in me as I nor- 
mally do. [But overall], it 
was a great day, perfect 
weather, perfect conditions, 
so that was good because for 
Boston, you never know what 
you’re going to get.”

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Spencer tracks down 
‘HeartBreak Hill’

BOSTON - When 
Wilmington resident Michael 
Spencer approached the last 
of the four Newton Hills dur- 
ing Monday’s Boston 
Marathon, he didn’t slow 
down. In fact, by the time 
Spencer tackled the beast 
that is Heartbreak Hill, he 
had already reached the top 
of the hill. 

“I didn’t realize it until I 
saw a sign reading, ‘Downhill 
from Here,” Spencer said. 
“My wife and kids were near 
there, so that probably made 
me run a little faster. My 
favorite part of the race was 
stopping for a few minutes to 
say hello to my wife and kids. 
My nine-year-old daughter, 
Holly, ran about 50 yards with 
me when I started to back up. 
She and Nicholas, my five- 
year-old son, wanted to know 
when they could run the 
Boston Marathon.” 

Spencer, 41, was one of over 
26,000 runners to:run the 
Boston Marathon. He fin- 
ished at 4:43.14. 

The Boston Marathon is 


considered to be a “World. 


Marathon Major.” The course 
stretches approximately 26.2 
miles, starting in Hopkinton 
and ending on Boylston Street 
in Boston. It is a tough race 


for any athlete. For a first- 
time runner, it can be terrify- 
ing. However, Spencer said 
that he was able to enjoy the 
run. 

“It was a great experience,” 
Spencer said. “There was 
nothing like crossing the fin- 
ish line after almost two 
years of training and a life 
time of having it as a goal. I 
played a few sports in high 
school. The training for 
Boston was tough. Running 
21.6 miles (during training) 
was probably the most I have 
ever ran.” 

Spencer, who works as a 
state trooper, considered run- 
ning the Marathon for several 
years. It wasn’t until he was 
encouraged by three fellow 
state troopers, Lt. Robert 
Favuzza, Jeff Sullivan, and 
Steven Buccheri that he 
decided to run the race for 
the first time. 

“We met around six o’clock 
in Boston, and then we board- 
ed a bus for Hopkinton,” 
Spencer said. “I ran next to a 
few troopers, a Boston fire- 
fighter, and various other 
runners. All of them offered 
words of encouragement that 
kept me chugging along.” 

When Spencer ran the first 
half of the race, he felt fine. 
However, once mile 13 in 
Wellesley rolled around, 


which is the mid-point of the 
race, Spencer began to have 
some stomach issues. 

“I felt pretty good for the 
beginning of the race,” 
Spencer said. “I felt good 
until around mile 13, (which 
is when) my stomach began 
to hurt. I just slowed my pace 
down.” 

Spencer added that he prob- 


ably just filled up too much - 


with liquids. 

“I wound up finishing the 
race,” he said. “It was proba- 
bly just too much Gatorade. It 
was a little discouraging see- 
ing everybody passing me but 
I knew I had to slow down in 
order to finish the race. I 
could see the finish line and 
knew it was less than an 
eighth of a mile away, but it 
just felt like I wasn't making 
any forward progress I knew 
I would finish, although I was 
hoping for around four and a 
half hours. When I finally hit 
the finish line, I thanked God 
that it was over and thought I 
should never try this again.” 

Those thoughts repeated 


-several times the following 


day. 

“As of now, I am definitely 
experiencing my share of 
pain as I try to avoid going 
down the stairs,” he said.

gratulatory texts and emails 
from friends, even some I 
haven’t talked to in years.” 

And then after talking about 
the incredible feeling he gets 
when he hears a stranger call 
out his name, he then shifts 
gears and talks about the 
pain every marathon runner 
endures. But of course, he 
says, it’s all worth it. 

“The pain will subside,” he 
said. “We'll go for a run 
again. And then at some point 
over the next few weeks and 
months, we’ll find ourselves 
thinking the words that seem 
ridiculous right now: I can’t 
wait to run Boston again.”

had run a marathon before 
together and we train togeth- 
er. We ran the marathon for 
Spaulding Rehabilitation 
Hospital with their charity 
team, because [Obert] 
rehabbed at Spaulding for 
multiple times. So we joined 
the team and we’re running 
in her honor.” 

And once the pair decided 
to honor their friend, they 
started training in prepara- 
tion for accomplishing their 
goal.

It 
was great, I was really excit- 
ed and nervous, but knew 
that it was going to be a good 
day.” 

Sauser also said it was the 
support, in addition to the 
inspiring thoughts she had of 
her friend Emily’s strength 
and perseverance in coping 
with her disabilities, that 
allowed her to accomplish 
what she did. 

“T had mutiple friends along 
the course,” she said.

“Tl keep going,” he said. “It

Pento has been in a wheel- 
chair for the past two 
decades. 

“I fell asleep behind the 
wheel,” said Pento, of his 
accident. 

His injuries forced him to 
take about five years off from 
pool, but he eventually picked 
up the game again, and began 
playing regularly at the 
Moose Lodge. He joined and 


became captain of the lodge’s 
APA squad, which competes 
against players from other 
towns like Stoneham and 
Billerica. 

The captain is responsible 
for designating the matchups 
against an opponent. Each 
player has a skill rating from 
3-7. A squad cannot be com- 
prised of players that have a 
collective rating of more than 
23. Getting the right 
matchups, according to Pento, 
is often the key to victory.

Uniquely, she has the 
strength, the stamina, and 
the smarts of a soldier; 
these come from being 
raised by her widowed 
father Erik (Eric Bana), an 
ex-CIA man, in the wilds of 
North Finland. 

Erik has taught Hanna to 
hunt, put her through 
extreme self-defense work- 
outs, and home-schooled her 
with only an encyclopedia 
and a book of fairy tales. 
Hanna has been living a life 
unlike any other teenager; 
her upbringing and training 
have been one and the 
same, all geared to making 
her the perfect assassin. 
But out in the world there is 
unfinished business for 
Hanna's family, and it is 
with a combination of pride 
and apprehension that Erik 
realizes his daughter can no 
longer be held back. 

In the first moments of 
Hanna, the audience real- 
izes this is unlike any faty- 
her-daughter relationship 
they have ever seen before. 
Erik sneaks up on Hanna 
and throws her to the 
ground. She leaps up and 
starts pounding him sense- 
less. 

Those scenes are weird 
enough, but they don’t accu- 
rately ' capture ‘the overall 
strangeness of the film. 

The movie straddles the 
canyon of absurdity, as the 
action sequences featuring 
the young girl make the film 
resemble something like 
‘Jason Bourne: The Teenage 
Years,’ 

Once caught, Hanna 
escapes, but with a CIA 
operative, Marissa (a very 
evil Cate Blanchett) track- 
ing her. The strength of the 
film is not the plot, but 
instead the constant gun-

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fights, assassinations, chas- 
es and brawls.

‘Source Code’ is such a 
well-made science fiction 
film that you won’t mind 
that much of the elements 
of its plot are borrowed 
from other movies and/or 
television series. 

The plot revolves around 
the following storyline: 
When decorated soldier 
Captain Colter Stevens 
(Jake Gyllenhaal) wakes up 
in the body of an unknown 
man, he discovers he's part 
of a mission to find the 
bomber of a Chicago com- 
muter train. 

In an assignment unlike 
any he's ever known, he 
learns he's part of a govern- 
ment experiment called the 
"Source Code," a program 
that enables him to cross 
over into another man's 
identity in the last 8 minutes 
of his life. With a second, 
much larger attack threat- 
ening to kill millions in 
downtown Chicago, Colter 
re-lives the incident over 
and over again, gathering 
clues each time, until he can 
solve the mystery of who is 
behind the bombs and pre- 
vent the next attack. 

The story borrows bits of 
many, many movies and TV 
shows: Groundhog Day and 
12 Monkeys primarily, but 
also portions of Quantum 
Leap, Speed, Avatar, and 
several different episodes of 
Lost. 

Much like the mash-up of 
plotlines used to create it, 
the movie is an action piece, 
a thriller, a romance, anda 
whole lot more - and works 
on almost every level. 

The only time it stumbles 
is an ending that feels awk- 
ward, overly sentimental - 
not like the rest of the film 
at all.

Selectmen reaffirm trash fee vote, cap charge at $252

STONEHAM - The town’s 
Board of Selectmen on 
Tuesday night imposed a 
$240 trash fee for residential 
households, though condo 
owners will be offered a dis- 
counted $150 rate to discour- 
age them from opting out of 
curbside pickup. 

In a unanimous vote, the 
Selectmen implemented the 
refuse charge after Public 
Works Director Robert 
Grover broke down the pro- 
posal, which will eventually 
include some type of abate- 
ment for qualified senior 
citizens. 

Town Administrator 
David Ragucci and Grover 
were further directed to 
examine whether to extend 
that lower rate — which will 
likely range between a $50 
to $100 discount — to the 


based on his projections, the 
town’s single and multi-fam- 
ily homeowners would gen- 
erate around $1.5 million by 
paying $240 per unit for 
garbage pick-up. 

However, that figure is 
dependent upon at least 600 
of the town’s 1,100 condo- 
miniums — currently utiliz- 
ing the municipal service — 
to continue doing so at a dis- 
counted $150 rate. 

In years past, when the 
Selectmen imposed a trash 
fee, condo owners opted out,

as they could hire a private 
hauler to dispose of their 
trash at a cheaper rate. 
Grover acknowledged 
that his estimates were only 
a guess, but he argued that 
condo owners currently pay 
around $100 to $125 per unit 
for extra dumpster pick-ups 
beyond the once-weekly 
service the town provides. 
While Sweeney suggested 
that some associations were 
only charging between $70 
and $100 for that service, the 
DPW director predicted 


those rates would be hiked 
next year. 

“IT would’ assume their 
prices will be climbing in 
the next year, however, 
that’s why I recommend 
that we do meet with them,” 
Grover remarked. 

“Maybe we could ask 
them to do us a favor and 
stay in,” Sweeney later said. 
“That would be a good will 
gesture on their part to 
solidify Stoneham being as 
one.”

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Melanoma the Most serious 
form of skin cancers 


Though certainly not the most common form of skin can- 
cer, melanoma is the most serious type of skin cancer. 
According to the American Melanoma Foundation, the inci- 
dence of melanoma has been steadily increasing for the 
last three decades. 

The most common form of cancer for young adults 25 to 
29 years old, melanoma can affect just the skin or spread 
to other parts of the body, including organs and bones. 
Because the incidence of melanoma is on the rise, it helps 
men and women, and even children and teens, to learn 
about melanoma in the hopes of preventing the onset of this 
potentially fatal form of skin cancer. 


What causes melanoma? 

Normal skin cells become abnormal when people spend 
too much time in the sun. Once skin cells become abnor- 
mal, they can quickly grow out of control and attack the tis- 
sue around them. People who live in regions where sunlight 
is more intense, such as the southern United States, are 
more likely to develop melanoma than those who live in 
regions where sunlight is not as intense. In addition, par- 
ents should be especially mindful of their child's sun expo- 
sure. As the AMF notes, melanoma has been linked to 
excessive sun exposure in the first 10 to 18 years of life. 


Does melanoma run in families? 

Melanoma does tend to run in families, and people with 
abnormal moles might have a family history of melanoma. 
While these atypical moles, which can be smooth or appear 
rough, don't cause cancer by themselves, having them 
could indicate a family history of melanoma. People with 
such moles should be especially protective of their skin 
when spending time in the sun. ° 


What are the symptoms of melanoma? 

Melanoma often manifests itself in changes in a mole or 
other growth on the skin. When a mole changes in shape, 
size or color it could be a sign of melanoma. Typically, how- 
ever, melanoma grows in unmarked skin and can be found 
anywhere on the body. Where melanoma forms often 
depends on gender. In men, melanoma is most likely to 
develop on the upper back. For women, melanomas often 
develop on the legs. 


A flat, brown or black mole with uneven edges, 
melanoma usually has an irregular shape, with one half not 
matching the other. Melanomas can change color, ooze or 
bleed, become crusty, and appear lumpy or rounded. 


Is melanoma preventable? 

Melanoma might not be entirely preventable, but men, 
women and children can take steps to reduce their risk sig- 
nificantly. Melanoma has been found on parts of the body 
that have never been exposed to the sun, but the best way 
to protect against melanoma is to be careful when out in 
the sun. Avoiding exposure to the sun's ultraviolet rays is 
the most effective preventive step, and ee can do that 
in a number of ways.
